WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne amended Chapter 
50: Garbage and Refuse, of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, Code of Ordinances, by establishing a user fee 
in Ordinance G-53-92; and 

WHEREAS, the city of Fort Wayne has chosen to 
continue providing the service of residential refuse 
collection and disposal including the disposal of yard 
waste and curbside recycling through is Board of Public 
Works in accordance with I.C. 36-9-6-19; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has pursuant to 
I.C. 36-9-30-5 contracted with National Serv-All, Inc. 
and Browning Ferris Industries for the collection and 
disposal of refuse from residential units, yard waste 
from residential units and curb side collection of 
recyclables as those terms are defined in the various 
contracts through December 31, 1999; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne, in accordance with I.C. 36-9-30-6, has until the 
passage of General Ordinance G-53-92, annually made 
appropriation from the General Fund to cover necessary 
and incidental costs of providing for such refuse 
disposal without assessing a charge against the 
residential user for this service; and 

WHEREAS, I.C. 36-9-30-7 grants to the Board of 
Public Works the power to collect revenues for the 
service of collection and disposing of solid waste; and 


WHEREAS, the changes in the laws of the State 


of Indiana in the regulations of solid waste disposal 
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sites have required a separation of yard waste from the 
regular waste stream; and 
WHEREAS, it is declared to be public policy to 
separate recyclables from the solid waste stream; and 
WHEREAS, the additional changes require an 
increase in the user fee previously enacted by this 
Council. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 
SECTION 1. That Chapter 50: Garbage and 
Refuse, §50.02 (A) Definitions. be amended to add the 
following definitions: 
CURB SIDE RECYCLING - Bi-weekly pick-up of discarded 
material as specified by the 
City including but not limited 
to newspapers, aluminum, glass, 
steel and plastic containers 
which can be separated from 
municipal solid waste for the 
purpose of recycling, but not 


including material generated 
from and commonly reused within 


an original manufacturing 
process. 
RESIDENTIAL UNIT - A group of rooms located within 


a building or mobile home and 
forming a single inhabitable 
unit with facilities which are 
used or are intended to be used 
for living, sleeping, cooking 
and eating. This definition 
also includes complexes 
containing four or fewer 
separate or contiguous single- 
family dwelling units whose 
owner has not elected to 
procure commercial waste 
removal by a registered hauler. 


SECTION 2. That Chapter 50: Garbage and 
Refuse, §50.02 (B) be amended as follows: 

Commencing January 1, 1995, the City shall assess a 
fee of $6.50 per month for the service of collection and 
disposal of residential municipal waste, collection and 
disposal of residential yard waste and bi-weekly 
collection of recyclable materials rendered by the City. 

SECTION 3. That Chapter 50: Garbage and 


Refuse, §50.02 (H) be amended as follows: 
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The fee and residential municipal waste collection 
and disposal program established hereunder shall be 
reviewed at least annually. Said rate system shall be 
adjusted as necessary to provide sufficient funds to pay 
any and all contract fees for collection, hauling and/or 
disposal of such residential municipal waste and all 
costs incidental to the program, but shall also strive to 
equitably assess charges in a manner conducive to 
voluntary recycling. However, the fee shall not exceed 
$6.50 for 1995. 

SECTION 4. Separate Solid Waste Fund. 

Commencing January 1, 1995, the revenues collected 
by the City from the monthly user fees, any reimbursement 
for clean-up costs and missed collection liquidated 
damage penalty fees shall be deposited in a separate, 
non-reverting, perpetual fund. This fund shall be 
established for the purpose of accounting and paying for 
the costs of collecting, disposing, and recycling of 
solid waste. When necessary, the Common Council may 
approve additional operating transfers into this fund. 

SECTION 5. Severability. 

a) The invalidity of any section, sentence, clause, 
paragraph, part or provision of this Ordinance shall not 
affect the validity of any other section, sentence, 
clause, paragraph, part or provision of this Ordinance 
which can be given meaning without such invalid part or 
parts. 

b) All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances and 
sections of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne 


in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.
